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DEATH OF LADY ELLENBOROUGH. 


Ead of Une of the Strangest Ca- 
reers of Modern Times. 


A Niméeteenth Century Messaiina.

and rich, she married, in 1824, the Karl of 
who was afterward Governor 
General of India, and who at that time was 
one of the most brilliant men of the day. 
She was about seventeen years of age at the 
time of ber marriage, and Elienborough, who.

And now she is 
dead, having completed nearly three score 
and ten years, leaving a colossal fortune to 
her relatives of the Digby family in England, 
and a memory of warning and of shame.
